Mrs. Emily Crowell Falls Against 


Gas Stove—Grewsome Find Made 
By Neighbors Hours Later—No 
Suspicion Oi Foul Play — Was 
Wealthy. 


Local Criminal 


Found Guilty of 
Chicken Stealing 


Lying with the side against an over- 


heated gas stove in a room filled with 
the fumes* from an extinguished gas 
lamp and the odor of burnt flesh, the 
lifeless body of Mrs. Emily Crowell, 
aged 73, was found at her home at 
Fourth and Walnut streets about 8-30 
o'clock Tuesday morning by Mrs. An 
na Parkhill awl Dr. H. R. McCurdy. 


Peering thru a window, they were 


able to see that a rocker had been 
overturned and that the aged lady's 
spectacles were lying on the floor 
Entering the house thru the rooms ad 
joining the Crowell home and occupi- 
ed by the Croy family, they forced 
their way into the 
Crowell 
apart 


ments, breaking down a door. 


As they opened the door leading into 


the sitting room 
which 
faces 
on 


Fourth street, they were almost over- 
come by gas fumes. A glance confirm- 
ed Mrs. ParkhilPs fears. 


A Grewsome Find. 


There lying upon the floor wiUi the 


left side against an open gas stove 
and the head jammed against the til- 
ing of an unu&ed grate, lay the life- 
less body of the aged woman. A wil- 
low chair in which she had been sit- 
ting when the end came, had fallen 
forward with the body and had caught 
flre, the entire upper part 
having 


burned away. 
The clothes and the 


body as it lay In contact with the 
stove had been charred and burned to 
a crisp. 


Coroner F. M. Marshall, is of the 


opinion that the~aged lady had suffer- 
ed a stroke of apoplexy shortly before 
midnight and, as life or consciousness 
fled, pitched forward against the stove 
upsetting the stand which supported 
the gas lamp. Tfie fall is thot to have 
extinguished the light and allowed the 
room to become filled with 
fumes. 


During the hours the body lay undis- 
covered, the flames and heat from the 
^gas stove had slowly 
charred 
and 


burned away the left side and por- 
tions of the 
abdomen 
which 
were 


wedged against the stove. 


Died Quickly. 


Opinion is divided as 
to whether 


Mrs. Crowell retained consciousness 
at the 
time 
she 
pitched 
forward 


against the stove. 
Coroner Marshal 


together with others believe that life 
was extinct or that consciousnes.s had 
fled and in substantiation of their view 
point to the fact that the body- 
in such a position that no struggle 
was indicated. 


Others, howcrer, basing their theory 


upon the fact that Mrs. Crowell, tho 
of under medium stature, was of un- 
usual weight and Infirm owing to her 
advanced age, believe that when she 
fell forward 
upsetting 
the 
willow 


rocker and stand she was so encom- 
passed that ehe was unable to free 
herself and was burned to death. 


No Foul Play. 


No indications point to foul play 


or other than natural or accidental 
causes as contributing to Mrs. Crow- 
ell's death. Several precious stones 
set in rings and a large sum of money 
were found upon her person setting 
at fault any theory of robbery and 
murder. So far 
as 
IK known Mrs. 


Crowell had no enemies. She was a 
woman of considerable wealth, 
her 


fortune being estimated at 
appro* 


imately 130.000. She had no near re- 
(•lives but is survived 
by

was removed to a couch 
and Mrs.
